Battle for Sandown Racing Won 


Four Days 
A Week 
Scheduled 


Sixth annual thorough¬ 
bred racing season at Sid¬ 
ney's Sandown Park will 
open as scheduled on Sat¬ 
urday, Sept 17. 

Announcement was made 
last night by Bill Randall, 
president of the Ascot Jockey 
Club, in Vancouver. It followed 
settlement of negotiations with 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association re¬ 
garding the size of the mini 
mum purses to be offered for 
the 14-day meeting, which ex¬ 
tends through Thanksgiving 
Day, Monday, Oct JO, 


Horsemen have agreed to 
accept minimum purses of 
$500, a slice of $50. 

On the basis of last year’s 
mutuel handle, the cut in the 
minimum purse will amount 
to approximately the net loss 
suffered by the operators in 
1959 — a sum in excess of 


MOVE BOUGHT 
Fear of decreased mutuel 
play resulted in the Ascot 
Jockey Club proposing that 
the Sandown meet be cancelled 
and the 14 racing days added 
to the Exhibition Park meet, 
which will now end as sched¬ 
uled on Sept. 12. 

Protests, mainly from Sid¬ 
ney businessmen, resulted in 
a ruling by the B.C. Racing 
Commission that the Sandown 
jneet could not be transferred 
to Vancouver. Until the horse¬ 
men accepted a cut in the mini¬ 
mum purse yesterday the pos¬ 
sibility existed that the San¬ 
down meet might be cancelled. 
USUAL PATTERN 
Racing will follow its usual 
Sandown pattern of four days 
a week-Wednesdays. Thurs¬ 
days, Fridays and Saturdays 
with four Saturday cards and 
three for each of the other 
three days with the meet clos¬ 
ing on a Monday. i 
Applications for stall space 
at Sandown will be issued to¬ 
day and Mr. Randall said he 
expected that 300 horses would 
be available for the meet. •

"sincere repentance."

said Rudenko. 

"This trial has proved once 
again that in the struggle 
against the forces of peace 
the reactionary forces of the 
United States do not scruple 
any means to criminally 
trample underfoot elementary 
norms of international law. 
QUIET ROOM 
The courtroom was ve 
quiet as Rudenko said the 
verdict would have a bearing 
on more than Just the personal 
fate of Powers. 

"This verdict will again 
convincingly expose before the 
whole world the criminal ag 
gressive policy of the ruling 
circles of the United States," 
he said. "It will play Its role 
In the struggle of the peace 
forces against the forces of 
aggression." 

BEAL INTENTION 
Rudenko said the U.S. had 
demonstrated before the 
world Its "real intention of 
making use of the provocative 
incursion of a plane as a pre¬ 
text for wrecking a summit 
meeting, plunging the world 
again into a state of cold war, 
aggravating tensions in in¬ 
ternational relations and put¬ 
ting a brake on the great 
powers’ talk on disarmament.’

The 
Congolese gestured to the men 
to sit, then forced at bayonet 
and rifle point the Canadians 
to lie face down, arms and 
hands outstretched. 

"They walked on us and 
kicked us and when I felt a 
rifle muzzle on my neck I 
thought this was it. 

‘Then they loa<^d us on an 
army truck along with three 
civilians who were waiting at 
the airport That was when 
the officers and the Ghana 
ians arrived.” 


Staff Sgt Gordon Bissett of 
Winnipeg declared: 

"I was bloody annoyed get¬ 
ting spit in the eye. One took 
my watch and I nearly went 
for him. I could do nothing 
because our arms were taken. 

“The Ghanaians were really 
good and one Ghanaian on a 
roof set up a Bren gun and 
barked something that quieted 
things considerably.” 

Some Canadians were aboard 
a plane and others in jeeps 
when the Congolese struck. 
Thirty Congolese armed with 
rifles and sub-machine guns 
blocked the plane's takeoff. 


Protests Shrugged Off 


French-Canadian protests 
were shrugged off with a re 
peated charge that the men 
were "Flemish Belgians.” 

Subsequently. CoL Joseph 
Monbotu, Congolese chief of 
staff, said the Congolese were 
searching for Belgian para 
troops they had heard were 
there in UN disguise. 

He added that the Belgians 
who recruited the Congolese 
forces before Independence had 
hired illiterate soldiers, who 
could not dearly tell the* dif¬ 
ference between UN insignia 
and ‘documents and those of 
Belgians. 

The UN Congo command, 
concerned Wednesday over a 
dash of Congolese with a Nor¬ 
wegian detachment, rushed ad¬ 
ditional forces to the airport 
after the attack on the Cana¬ 
dians.

EFFECTIVE MEASURER 

"I expect an immediate as¬ 
surance that effective meas 
ures will be taken to ensure 
that the forces under your 
control will refrain from 
threatening the security of 
Canadian personnel who pro¬ 
ceed to your country on 
friendly and peaceful missions 
in the performance of tasks 
determined by the United 
Nations," Mr. D i e f e n baker 
said. 

The note was unusual In 
diplomatic usage for the direct¬ 
ness of its approach and the 
stiffness of the language used. 

"As you pointed out during 
your recent visit to Ottawa,” 
Mr. Diefenbaker said, "our two 
countries are already in dip¬ 
lomatic relations, and you were 
hoping that because of special 
circumstances, co-operation be¬ 
tween them might be increased 
to our mutual benefit. 

AGREED PROMPTLY 

"In view of this approach, 

which I sincerely welcomed, 
I agreed promptly to your re¬ 
quest for facilities in recruit¬ 
ing bilingual experts in this 
country and emphasized that 
the Canadian government and 
the Canadian people would 
welcome the opportunity to 
support any organized United 
Nations program of assistance 
to your country.’ 

Mr. Diefenbaker said the 
Canadians who were stopped 
and questioned on the streets 
of Leopoldville "are the rep¬ 
resentatives of a government 
and of a country which Im 
mediately and generously had 


responded to your own as well 
as to the UN request for as¬ 
sistance in the reorganization 
of your country.” 

Government leaders have 
been worried from the outset 
both about the composition of 
the Canadian force and its 
participation in the Congo.

S OME of us are inquisitive. We like to watch 
people on the street. But the problem is to 
-wateh without being caught at it. 

Earnest people-watchers often wish that they 
could be invisible. But nobody has been able to 
manage that trick since Claude Rains did it in a 
movie called “The Invisible Man.” — 

There are times when I wish to melt away, 
after making some blunder of speech in a room 
full of people. But a hand raised to my mouth gives 
me the bad news: I’m still there. 

Some smart people-watching—especially girl- 
watching—is done with mirrors. A skilled people- 
watcher can make a cup of coffee last for an hour 
as he sits at a counter with eyes fixed on the 
mirror, observing the twinkle of legs and the 
flutter of summer dresses. * 

Girl-watching is just one branch of a larger 
pastime. True people-watchers are interested in 
charting the movements and facial expressions of 
all kinds of human beings, not just the decorative 


They like to watch the tense, alert business¬ 
men wound up to jump when the traffic light 
changes; the young couples mooning in jewelry 
store window's; middle-aged lovers timidly clutch¬ 
ing hands; old gentlemen casting guilty looks 
around as they carry' home bottles of whisky; 
tired housewives wrestling with bundles of food. 

It’s all part of the show. But for some people- 
watchers, the fear of being caught spoils the show'. 
From embarrassment, they will even let their eyes 
drift out of focus and force themselves to avoid 
seeing some poor lady negotiating a comer in a 
high wind, or an angry mother spanking her little 
boy. 

The best device is a pair of dark glasses. 
Then you can see without being seen. Dark glasses 
are the next best thing to being invisible. It takes 
courage to wear them indoors—more courage than 
I have been able to muster, so far. But they work 
well on the street. , . 

So when you see a man wearing dark glasses 
at a party, don't write him off as a little jerk try¬ 
ing to look important. He may only be a people- 
watcher.

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Congo and Its Dictates

points to a weakness of the UN in¬ 
tervention. It is absurd that forces 
sent by the world body to ensure 
peace there should have to submit 
meekly to such treatment. Or that 
they should lack the strength or the 
instructions to prevent it. 

Far from enhancing the prestige 
of the UN this open contempt of its 
representatives demeaas its status. 

The excuse is offered that the 
Congolese thought the Canadians 
were Belgians. It is one that won’t 
hold water because other white UN 
troops have been frustrated by 
Congolese and impeded in their op¬ 
erations. The inference to be drawn 
is that Premier Lumumba either 
cannot control his own people or 
acquiesces in the obstacles placed in 
the way of white UN representatives. 

Premier Lumumba in fact has 
drawn the color line and is trying to 
enforce it on the UN. He has invoked 
an apartheid of his own. If the sit¬ 
uation were not serious it would be 
ludicrous that this comparatively 
petty figure should attempt to dic¬ 
tate to the UN how it should use 
its police troops according to the 
color of their skins. - 

This is an important point, be¬ 
cause if such a premise is admitted 
any hope of creating a permanent 
neutral UN force able to go any¬ 
where in the interests of world 
peace, might as well be abandoned. 
The UN itself is integrated; so must 
be its representatives if necessary. 


And they must operate without 
distinction of color or creed. 

It is quite clear now that Premier 
Lumumba hoped to make of the UN 
police force an instrument to suit 
his own desires. Because under the 
strictly neutral guidance of Secre¬ 
tary-General Dag Hammarskjold the 
UN forces are studiously avoiding 
the taking of sides in the Katanga 
dispute, he threatens to seek outside 
help and order the UN from the 
premises. 

The UN force is in the Congo 
at the invitation of Premier Lum¬ 
umba and to that extent may be said 
to be there on sufferance. The Con¬ 
golese leader overlooks one thing, 
however. The UN Charter specifical¬ 
ly authorizes the employment by the 
Security Council of such air, land or 
sea forces as may be required to 
maintain or restore international 
peace and security. 

Perhaps members of the UN are 
overlooking this also. It means that 
the world body, without leave of Mr. 
Lumumba, can take the needed 
steDs to quell disorder in the Congo 
and restore the peace. In all con¬ 
science the situation there, if allow¬ 
ed to deteriorate, is certainly one 
that threatens the maintenance of 
world order. 

Decision to send a UN force to 
the Congo was unanimous in the 
world body. There is therefore a 
strict obligation on all concurring 
members to support Mr. Hammarsk¬ 
jold to the hilt, and to take such 
action as will sustain the streneth 
and* authority of the UN police 
force. 


Protecting the Grilse 


N EW saltwater fishing regulations 
which will go into effect next 
Wednesday may annoy some of those 
who fish for grilse but should be 
accepted as a further attempt on the 
part of the Dominion fisheries 
authorities to conserve fish stocks. 

Thb new 12-inch limit as to size 
Is not unreasonable. Something had 
to be done to control the practice of 
fishing purposely for grilse rather 
than salmon, so as to improve the 
chance of survival for the immature 
fish. 

Some people who fish for the pot * 
rather than for the sport prefer 
grilse. A tastier breakfast than a 
panful of tender, juicy grilse never 
was put before a hungry man. But 
the fisheries officials regard that sort 
of fishing with disfavor. From the 
conservation standp oint grilse 
should be caught by accident rather 
than by design, and the little ones 
under a foot long should be given 
another chance. 

Experts say that the 12 - inch 
Imit is the. most practicable way 


of controlling the situation. The too- 
small fish which are thrown back 
may be spoiled through unskilful 
handling, but it is hoped that losses 
on that account will be more than 
offset by the discouragement of 
deliberate grilse fishing with worms, 
which has resulted in Jiuge catcnes 
of immature fish this season. 

Even to, it is going to seem a 
shame to have to throw back an 11- 
inch grilse which is almost certain 
to die anyhow and which would 
make a good-me* 1 for one person, 
if not two. 

There can be no valid objection 
to the other change whereby from 
Aug. 24 onward a fisherman may 
have in his possession only a two 
days’ catch limit instead of three as 
at present. 

This will not interfere with 
weekend fishing trins but will help 
to curb the activities of unsports¬ 
manlike liars. It is too easy for fish¬ 
ermen with a boatload of fish to say 
they had been out for three days 
when they had been fishing only on 
Saturday and Sunday. 


Goodbye Mr. Uphill 


S O Mr. Tom Uphill, the 86-year-old 
veteran of the House, has decid¬ 
ed not to seek a seat in the next 
legislature after all. The long con¬ 
tinuity of his Femie representation 
has thus ended. It deserves to go 
down in the books as having a gilt 
edge. 

Mr. Uphill has been father of the 
House for many years, a bluff, 
hearty, forthright figure whose 
foibles only endeared him the more 
to both fpllow MLAs and spectators 
alike. He was of labor vintage, but 
of decided independent mind. He was 
thus good for the House. He could 
clear away the clouds of debate by 
simple, homely illustration expressed 
in the racy terms characteristic 
of his picturesque personality. 

Tom Uphill, as he is familiarly 
known, knew life and lived it at the 
grass roots touch. The problems of 
ordinary people, those less fortunate 


than others, were his. They stayed 
with him and were his concern both 
as mayor of Femie and as MLA for 
that constituency. He was a champ¬ 
ion of their interests. 

That is why he was elected for 
40 straight years, as great a testi¬ 
mony to his worth as any eulogy 
that could be penned. 

The House will miss him and so 
will B.C. generally, for his was a 
leavening influence backed by much 
good sense. With typical and priv¬ 
ileged whimsy he suggests that he 
is only taking a rest, that he will 
return again next year if the election 
result is so indeterminate as to make 
another election necessary. That is 
possible but not probable, so this 
must be regarded as Mr. Uphill’s 
goodbye. 

He can retire from the political 
scene with good heart and con¬ 
science; he has a man’s job well 
done to his credit.

L ONDON—The bitter crisis In the em¬ 
battled Congo Republic has set off 
growing visions among ambitious African 
leaders of a “United States of Africa.” 

By the end of 1960, a total of 16 new 
States will have emerged in the former 
dark continent within a single year. 

Some of them lack sufficient experi¬ 
ence and the economic and financial re¬ 
sources to assure a safe passage towards 
unimpaired existence as independent na¬ 
tions. 

The developments in the Congo have 
conjured up the spectre of a possible 
“Balkanization" of the dark continent, and 
some of Africa's new leaders fear this 
.could invite fresh big-power intervention 
and dangerous international rivalry. 

Foremost among Africa’s new leaders 
to envisage a United States of Africa is 
Ghana's dynamic president Dr. Kwame 
Nkrumah. whose ambition seemingly 
aipis at leadership of a broader African 
alignment. , 


The 51-year-old American-trained poli¬ 
tician considers an African alignment 
both possible and necessary. 

Looking beyond his own frontiers, he 
has said that Ghana's own independence 
will be incomplete unless it is linked up 
with the liberation of ether countries in 
Africa. 

A member of the British Common¬ 
wealth. Ghana has lately also established 
good relaUons with the Russians. But 
what Nkrumah appears to aim at is un¬ 
impaired leadership, free from Western 
and Soviet power blocs. 

His chief rival at present Is Sekou 
Toure, the boss of the Republic of Guinea 
which broke away from France a year 
ago 

Toure. Moscow-trained and in close 
contact with the Soviet, is also looking to¬ 
ward leadership over the newly emerg¬ 
ing nations. 

The Soviets have made Guinea their 
chief bridgehead for their latest penetra¬ 
tion strategy in Africa.

I N casual conversation the other day 
a friend remarked of someone that 
he looked Ilka a senator; that Is. he 
was portly, pompous and prosperous- 
looking. Whether this typifies the 
average senator I don't know. Add a 
big cigar to him and I'd have thought 
the image represented a high powered 
tycoon; except, perhaps, that the lat¬ 
ter is more ikely to be revealed by a 
glass-topped desk clean as s'* whistle 
and a hung injunction—to others, not 
to himself—to “Do It Now." 

Summoning a mental picture of a 
man according to his profession may 
lead one astray, of course, although 
not as far astray as one would be in 
attempting ditto with the opposite 
sex. (Even in “sacks" of Dior vintage 
women do have differences). A brick¬ 
layer may in reality look like the Im¬ 
aginary egghead—ideed he might be 
one — and In Maclean’s there Is a 
photograph of a young man who 
stripped of his toga might be Whipper 
Watson but who instead is a gifted 
tenor now fascinating the operatic 
world.

Still and all a portly authoritative 
figure does suggest a senator, albeit 
possibly a U.S. senator. We hear and 
see much more about him than we do 
a Canadian senator. The latter resides 
in a rarefied hall of diacretion end his 
image is dim. There is one senator at 
Ottawa, I believe, who takes his bag¬ 
pipe with him to work but whether 
he dresses in a kilt as well is some¬ 
thing on which Hansard is silent. Per¬ 
haps the exposure necessitated there¬ 
by would bar his entry to the Red 
. Chamber. In any case it is doubtful 
that such garb could also typify his 
fellows. 

Clothes, naturally, are inseparable 
from the images we create of profes¬ 
sional or other figures. These would 
not be very distinctive without them. 
Thus if we think of a policeman there 
is no trouble in summoning a mental 
picture of him, although when he is 
in his summer shirt sleeves he does 
not stand out quite so clearly. The 
bobby helmet — although this is no 
tourist argument for its return—did 
have its value. Without it he Is apt 
to become one of a uniformed group. 
All kinds of people wear a uniform 
more or less similar, at a distance any¬ 
way—bus drivers, postmen, delivery 
men, commissionaires, firemen, and 
others you can list for yourself. A 
policeman then, taking a second 
thought, is not so typical after alL 
AAA 

Supposedly if a senator has a per¬ 
sonality allegedly known by his 
portly and august air a politician 
should have a common characteristic 
too. There is a mental blockage here, 
however, for the collective political 
image has not yet emerged. Thinking 
in the abstract of political leaders I 
am apt myself to recall a certain 
prairie cabinet whose members 
greatly favored morning dress. This 
was distinctive all right and I will 
say it made them look very dignified. 
A collective portrait in being. The con¬ 
trast with their predecessors was not 
without its flavor, either. 

But as you will find out if you at¬ 
tend the B.C. election campaign meet¬ 
ings there is no single political image 
to be caught and held as representa¬ 
tive of the political scene. The candi¬ 
dates come in all sorts and sizes, just 
like the people who will—they hope - 
vote for them. It Is the commonalty 
of people that upsets the images one 
forms before actual acquaintance 
with reality. Yet who knows but these 
candidates may all aspire to be sen¬ 
ators themselves some (toy; perhaps, 
therefore, they should shape them¬ 
selves to the popular image. If my 
friend pictures a senator as round, 
hearty and authoritative so must 
many other people. This is rather 
tough on candidates designed by na¬ 
ture to be of Pharoah’s lean breed, 
however. 


Changing Pleasures of Britain

O NE of the great traditions of the 
British race is the ability to lose 
every battle but the last, and a charm¬ 
ing capacity to be defeated and not 
know It. Another ia the .habit of pro¬ 
viding every reason but the correct 
one for any modem phenomenon. 

The English theatre, for example. 
Is in the doldrums. That arch enemy 
of all visual entertainment is blamed 
—the idiot's lantern, the telly, plain 
television, call it what you will. Yet 
rather remarkably a good play, a 
funny play, or just a plain entertain¬ 
ing play will still attract good busi¬ 
ness. It may be that some writers 
have deserted the stage with its de¬ 
layed royalties for the inducement of 
almost spot cash for a television 
script, but an attractive play, well 
acted, will attract the money. 

That great English institution of 
county cricket could for most of the 
summer be village green cricket, 
judged by the number of spectators it 
attracts. Most of our county cricket 
dubs are kept solvent by those who 
subscribe traditionally to their wel¬ 
fare, and by numerous small lotteries 
and the occasionally respectable gates 
of holiday matches and test matches. 
The mass of people still want to know 
the scores; cricket on television has a 
good audience — and they certainly 
get a magnificent view via long focus 
lenses such as no one has ever been 
able to obtain simply by going and 
paying for it. 

Even winter soccer has been 


harassed by dwindling gates. Atfain 
there are many reasons, but only tha 
boldest dares to suggest that English 
cricket and English football are not 
what they used to be; that standards 
have declined and the zip, polish and 
entertainment have vanished from 
our spectator sports. The fact remains 
that the Australian cricketers and a 
first-class football team like Real 
Madrid will leave queues of frustrated 
people unable to buy tickets.

Television would be a ready made 
bogey man if only television itself 
did not appear to be upon the wane. 
There was a time when one was 
socially ostracized if one could not 
comment on the previous night’a pro¬ 
gram; now that there are two pro¬ 
grams there seems to be less viewing. 
In every group these days the ma¬ 
jority appear not to have had the 
time to look—even though they regret 
that they did not see this or that Oc¬ 
casionally the candid citizen admits 
that he cannot be an addict and a 
citizen. 

The hierarchy responsible for the 
marvels of the idiot’s lantern admit 
privately and occasionally publicly 
that what the world lacks is creative 
talent. There ia just not enough good 
material for the insatiable demand of 
modern mediums of entertainment. 
There is a reasonably good supply of 
Interpretive material but the real 
creative stuff—well there's just not 
enough.

Shelter From Fallout 


Sir: Some of my friends tell me, 
and It is a viewpoint held unfortun¬ 
ately by many, that they will do noth¬ 
ing with regard to shelter from, fall¬ 
out. They tell me that protection is 
impossible, and that radiation from a 
nuclear bomb will last 50 years, “Why 
fight it?" asked one. Another was 
hopeful and thus optimistic. "No one 
would bomb Victoria,” he said, “so 
why bother?" 

There are apparently those who 
believe that the majority of the 
world's populations will be extermin¬ 
ated. and that nothing can be done 
about It. These arguments are based 
upon technical misinformation, and 
the assumptions which arise from 
them are necessarily erroneous.

Now. what are the facts about 
fallout and what is it? Explosions of 
all nuclear weapons have four char¬ 
acteristics: blast, heat flash, imme¬ 
diate radiation and residual rediation. 
Fallout is the common form for resid¬ 
ual radiation. 

r l Blast results from the instan-/ 
taneous release of energy by the fis¬ 
sion and fusion of atoms. It produces 
an enormously high temperature, 
within a part of a second, to form a 
ball of fire. Where the fireball touches 
the ground, the surface becomes 
highly radioactive for C considerable 
time, and almost everything becomes 
pulverized. • 

The fireball may be ttfo to three 
miles across, and suck^up pulver¬ 
ized material thousand^ of feet into 
the air. It is this pulverized, radio¬ 
active material which may be carried 
by the winds over areas 200 miles in 
length to 40 miles in width. This is 
fallout. Human and animal life, sub¬ 
jected to fallout radiation may receive 
fatal doses, or become seriously ill. 
So it’s not much use taking to the 
woods, unless you have first pre¬ 
pared a place to go.

One of my fnends has the idea 
that residual fallout will remain radio¬ 
active for years. This definitely is not 
so. except as indicated above in the 
immediate vicinity of Ground Zero, 
or where the fireball touches the 


ground. Radioactivity decays rapidly, 
and generally speaking, 48 hours 
after it has fallen, the danger has 
largely disappeared. Those in proper 
shelters should be able to come out 
unharmed. 

Secondly, it is suggested that there 
is no protection against fallout. This 
too, is nonsense. Two feet of concrete 
will give excellent protection, and 
eight inches might be enough. If you 
haven’t the time to pour concrete, 
sandbags to the depth of three feet 
will do the trick, and two feet would 
give a great measure of protection. 
If you have no sand, earth will do. 
The old fashioned root cellar with 
three feet or more of dirt overhead 
would be ideal. 

Naturally, living cooped up in a 
shelter for 48 hours to a week is no 
one's idea of fun/ But it is far more 
appealing than running the risk of 
death or radiation sickness by trying 
to exist with inadequate protection.

Insofar as the mistakenly opti¬ 
mistic are concerned, who believe that 
it can't happen here, I wish 1 could 
share that optimism. But I cannot 
conceive that Greater Victoria has 
been designated as a target area by 
the national authorities without the 
most careful consideration. Indeed, 
if submarines of the U.S. Navy can 
fire missiles with a range of 1.500 
miles, it would be surprising If the 
potential enemy was far behind. And 
since the great nations of the world 
are now basing their strategy upon 
the possible use of nuclear weapons, 
we might do a lot worse than set 
about familiarizing ourselves with 
the best methods tl protection from 
the side effects of those weapons. 

A course offering instruction in 
this protection, and other helpful in¬ 
formation. is being offered by the 
local Civil Defence organization, and 
will commence Sept 14. at 7.30 p.m.

The short answer 
according to recent investigations is 
that the public will still flock in its 
thousands and even millions to see 
first-class entertainment displaying 
talent and originality. But rather than 
support what is sub-stsndard they 
prefer to go shopping. 

In the old days 15c spent at n 
football match provided a little excite¬ 
ment from a rather dismal pay- 
packet. Likewise the 15c seat at tho 
movies or in the gallery of tho 
theatre. It was worth 15c Just to see 
the lush green turf of s cricket field 
ss a contrast to a dingy squalid slum 
tenement. 

Today there are better houses— 
s fatter pay packet, attractive shops 
and the automobile. If you want to 
keep John Citizen away from his 
house, his automobile and the shops 
and stores you have to offer him 
something really good. You have to 
buy talent and exploit it and give 
him something not available else¬ 
where. The real trouble is the short¬ 
age of creative talent. Changing 
Britain ie really just as simple aa 
that.

WASHINGTON <AP) — A

Kennedy, the Democratic 
presidential candidate for the 
November US. election, as¬ 
sailed Scott’s speech as “the 
most unfair, distorted, malig¬ 
nant attack I have experienced 
In 14 years in politics.” 


Scott recalled announcing 
Tuesday that the US. state 
department has offered to 
provide approximately $100,- 
000 to transport 250 scholar¬ 
ship students from East Af¬ 
rica to enable them to study In 
the US. under “Airlift-Africa 
1960.” 

Since that time, he said, he 
haa been Informed that the 
“Kennedy people” have at¬ 
tempted to “pluck*.this project 
away” not only tjmrovide the

tion for a four-yeail period.”

SAIGON (AP) — A Vietna¬ 
mese military court yesterday 
sentenced two Communist 
agents to be shot for blowing 
up an American officers’ mess 
In October, 1958. 

Four other agents were sen¬ 
tenced to prison terms ranging 
from five years to life. All six 
pleaded guilty 

Seven persons were killed 
and others injured when a 
plastic bomb exploded in the 
mess at Cholon, the Chinese 
city adjoining Saigon. None 
of the victims was American. 

Meanwhile, six Communist 
guerrillas were reported kill¬ 
ed and tlx Communist boats 
sunk by government troops 
in a raid on Kleng Giant 
province. Two other terrorists 
were killed In separata in¬ 
cidents.

Four Parties State Election Platforms 


U Premier W A. C. Bennett 
sought to trigger a quiet and, 
colorless 1960 election by stag¬ 
ing it at this time of year, he 
couldn't have been more suc¬ 
cessful. 

Political observers freely 
predict that if the 1960 elec¬ 
tion campaign is remembered 
for anything it will be remem¬ 
bered for the plethora of so- 
called "broad issues." 


Leaders of tho Liberals, the 
Conservatives and the CCF 
are aiming at the top, but 
lower echelons And the rank- 
and-file seem to be aiming at 
a chance to win or hold the 
role of the official opposition. 

Aside from the chosen is¬ 
sues which are incorporated 
into their platforms below, the 
major specific issue seems to 
be power. 


The power issue embraces 
the proposals for hydro de¬ 
velopment on the Columbia 
River by the publicly-owned 
B.C. Power Commission and on 
the Peace River by Peace 
River Power Development Co. 
Ltd., a company best known 
for its origin as an instrument 
of the Wenner-Gien interests 
and in which those interests 
still hold substantial equity. 


Linked to the poyver issue 
with the name Wenner-Gren as 
the common denominator is 
the proposal of the Pacific 
Northern Railway to build a 
700-mile development railroad 
from near Prince George at 
the geographical centre of the 
province to the Yukon boun¬ 
dary. 

The so-called broad issues 
are many and are those which 


largely consist of pledges to 
reduce various forms of taxa¬ 
tion. increase financial aid to 
municipalities, and step up 
public ownership in the power^ 
and communications fields. 

To these broad issues the 
government replies that, in its 
own way, it has largely the 
same aims for tax reductions 
and municipal aid which it in¬ 
tends to implement when it is 
financially able to, while ad¬ 


hering to its existing fiscal 
policies. 

Close to 900,000 British Co 
lumbians are entitled to go to 
the polls on Sept. 12 to cast 
a vote for the combination of 
benefits, real or pledged, which 
appeals to them most. 

Most of the electors, barring 
unforeseen withdrawals in any 
of the 42 provincial ridings, 
will have at least four candi¬ 
dates to choose from and some, 


with the entry of 19 Com¬ 
munist candidates and a 
sprinkling of independents, 
may have five or six. 

The four major parties. Lib¬ 
erals. Conservatives, CCF and 
Social Credit, have nominated 
or are pledged to nominate 
candidates in all ridings. 

Nominations close on Aug. 
29 and only a handful of con¬ 
stituency conventions have yet 
to be heard from.

Those Sloping Banks! 


By M. V. CHE8NUT, FRHS 

One of the most vexing problems 
to arise when planning a new garden 
is what to do about a sloping bank. 
Glass is seldom satisfactory, for seed 
washes out before it can become es¬ 
tablished, and even if the bank is 
sodded with the sods pegged down to 
prevent slipping, the mowing is an 
exasperating and sometimes even 
dangerous process. 

If you have plenty of leisure time 
and a bright green thumb, a good 
solution is to make a rock garden out 
of your bank. Nothing could be more 
beautiful nor offer more scope for 
experiment with fascinating alpine 
plants, but let’s face it—a rock garden 
requires more time and finnicky at¬ 
tention than any other feature in the 
landscape. 

* * * 

Each pocket needs a special aoil 
mixture to suit the needs of its occu¬ 
pant—gritty stuff for one, leaf mould 
for another, peaty soil for the acid 
soil kinds and limestone chips for 
those that appreciate a high lime diet. 
The plants spread fairly rapidly, re¬ 
quiring frequent lifting and divid¬ 


ing and, of course, all the weeding 
must be done the hard way. 

Building a rock garden requires 
a strong back and an artistic eye. 
Big rocks are needed, for nothing 
looks more unnatural than a bank 
studded with smallish boulders, like 
raisins in a plum pudding, and these 
big slabs need a lot of manhandling. 
Each should be buried for something 
more than half its bulk, with the 
upper surface tilted slightly backward 
to drain the rain back into the aoil. 
Try to arrange them in small ter¬ 
race-like groups, like the outcrop¬ 
pings of rock in nature. This looks 
much more natural and certainly has 
much more eye appeal than sticking 
the rocks in every which way. 

* * ★ 

A labor-saving alternative to the 
rock-garden is to plant up the bank 
with some of our dwarf shrubby sub¬ 
jects and let nature take her course. 
This is a golden opportunity to start 
a collection of Brooms and Berberis, 
especially the ground -hugging 
varieties. 

Cytisus kewensis is a grand little 
Broom for this job, as is Cytisus pur- 
pureus atropurpureus, an unusual 


prostrate Broom with dark purple 
flowers. Genista sagittalb is a 
ground-hugging member of the Broom 
family with bright yellow floweri 
and is equally happy in partial shade 
or full sun. 

It is pretty hard to beat the Her- 
ing-bone Bush, Cotoneaster horizon- 
talis. for clothing a sloping bank. The 
tiny pinky-white flowers are fragrant 
and extraordinarily attractive to bees 
and the bright red berries maintain a 
colorful display well into the winter. 
St. John's Wort. Hypericum caly- 
cinum, is another easy doer. Its 
spreading growth will soon cover 
quite a large ares, it is almost ever¬ 
green and it is smothered in Urge 1 
golden flowers in early summer. 

* * * 

A typical - lazy gardener's treat¬ 
ment of a problem bank la to stick a 
few slips of common ivy in It Ivy will 
grow absolutely anywhere and your 
bank will remain pleasantly green tha 
year round. Once the vine gets going, 
it is s good idea to put in a lew 
daffodil bulbs, which will push up 
through the ivy to bloom every 
spring, and the contrast of the golden 
daffa against the dark green ground 
cover la delightful V

Of John Crosby 


Playhouse 90 of Thrillers 


Hubbell Robinson, who was execu¬ 
tive vice president of CBS in charge 
of programming during TV’s great 
years, has just survived his first 
year as an independent operator. He 
spawned “Startime,” which was not 
nearly as successful as the Ford 
people had hoped, Ii^pite of it Mr. 
Robinson faces the new season large 
with fresh plans and optimism. 

“The bottom,** he wiU tell you 
cheerfully, “has faUen out of the 
special market in television. It's like 
everything that happens in this busi¬ 
ness. When the specials started, 
everybody wanted to jump on the 
bandwagon. They thought the word 
special was magic, which it just 
ain’t So many of the specials are 
second-rate. The pendulum has gone 
the other way.” 

a * a 

As for his plans for the coming 
season, he is concentrating on a scries 
caUed “Thriller’* for NBC. “We’re 
aiming at being the Playhouse 90 in 
the field of mystery. That is in terms 
of excellence, story, and production. 
Our plays wiU basically be stories of 
little-actual physical violence. There 
will be no pistol whippings, no dark 
alleys. 

“The bulk of the material will be 
about perfectly normal people caught 
in a terrifying situation beyond their 


control. They’ll be stories in which 
no one gets killed.” The seU wUl be 
on film, which Robinson defended for 
this kind of show because of its flexi¬ 
bility. “The reason so many people 
have a violent dislike of film la be¬ 
cause the product they have seen is 
terrible. 

♦ * * 

"We’re trying to do one-hour fea¬ 
ture pictures, consciously and delib¬ 
erately striving for excellence. Each 
plot will be unique, unusual. No, I 
don’t think there’s a trend toward 
mystery. At the moment,” Robinson 
said, “we find a deplorable block in 
the minds of advertisers toward an¬ 
thologies.” I ought to explain here 
that an anthology. i%the eyes of the 
industry, is anything that hasn’t got 
a running plot or the same people 
like Robert Young or Robert Stack in 
it every week. The greatest of an¬ 
thologies—using this sense of the 
word—was, of course. Playhouse 90 
which Robinson launched on CBS. 

“One of my big ambitions is to 
prove that—if you do it well enough- 
anthology can be as successful as any 
other form. If this is succesful. I 
will try to do an anthology of straight 
drama.” Ford “Startime'* was an an¬ 
thology. But it was not the success 
he’d hoped. Robinson explained, be¬ 
cause be didn’t have the time for 


preparation which is vital lor quality 
shows. 

“We went into Ford ‘Startime* 
with only the first 13 weeks really » 
prepared. After the first 13 weeks— 
if something fell through—we had 
nothing to replace it with. I think 
with a year’s preparation you coukl ♦ 
do an anthology that would pay its 
way.” 

♦ * * 

Television hasn’t progressed very 
far since 1953, he thinks. It should 
have got better and better, he said. 
It hasn’t “You have to accept the 
fact in commercial television.” says 
Robinson, with just a trace of bitter¬ 
ness, “that the advertiser has no 
inner compulsion to satisfy his artis¬ 
tic hunger. He wants to collect an 
audience. He tries to buy something 
that can attract an audience. He tries 
to take the risk out of the entertain¬ 
ment business, which is Impossible. 

“I remember when we signed Phil 
Silvers and the people said. What 
are you going to do with him?’ or 1 
Love Lucy* when they said how could 
we do anything with that crazy 
Cuban band leader. If you try to play 
It safe, you always end up bland.” 
He laughed. ’1 guess I*ve got an 
owlish eye turned toward pay-TV, 
which I think will be with us in three 
years or so.”

TORONTO (UPI)—A Cana 
dian organization that help# 
British immigrants settle in 
this country also provides as¬ 
sistance for disappointed Brit¬ 
ishers who want to go home 
again. 

Since July last year the or¬ 
ganization has loaned money 
to about 600 immigrants, 
mostly families, to make the 
return trip across the Atlantic. 
The fares are supplied for 
the returning immigrants pro¬ 
vided they can find a guaran¬ 
tor either here or in Britain 

“We loan the money at the 
normal bank Interest of six or 
seven per cent,” said Irish born 
Ivor Jones, president of the 
-Goodwill Committee of Can 
ada. which is connected with 
the British Emigration Good 
will Association. 

He said most of those as 
listed back were disillusioned 
by what they found in Canada 
and figured they could do Just 
as well.

Mushroom Cloud 

Scientists Explode 
20'Tons of TNT 


MEDICINE HAT (CP) — A 
miniature mushroom cloud 
rose 600 feet into the air 
Thursday as scientists ex¬ 
ploded 20 tons of TNT. 

The explosion was one of a 
aeries being carried out at the 
Suffield experimental station 
of the Defence Research 
Board. 30 miles northwest of 
here. 

GATHER DATA 

The blast was designed to 
gather information which of¬ 
ficials hoped would indicate 
ways of surviving nuclear at¬ 
tack. 

All information gathered Is 
secret, but officials said it was 
“successful” 

More than 130 scientists and 
technician* were at Suf field 
for the explosion, either ob¬ 
serving or acting in technical 
capacities. 

SHINY BLOCKS 

The TNT. molded Into shiny 
blocks, was carefully stacked 
according to Information 
gathered In earlier, smaller 
blasts. The completed pile re¬ 
sembled a beehive. 14 feet in 
circumference and five feet 
high. 


A tense count-down preceded 
the blast. After the ”3-2-1 ttrwfj, 
crackled over the loudspeak 
ers there was a split-second of 
silence. Then the beehive dis-1 
solved in a ball of flame. At 
the 7.000 foot observation post 
watchers felt a slight tremor 
underfoot. Then came the 
deep-throated roar of the ex 
plosion and the whistling 
“whoosh” as the wall of air 
forced away from Ground 
Zero sped past them. 

FEW SECONDS 

The mushroom cloud rolled 
up to 600 feet, was motionless 
ifor a few seconds and then 
gave way to the wind. 

Models of military equip 
ment, missiles, sections of air¬ 
craft and vehicles and dummy 
soldier* close to Ground Zero 
were battered and twisted out 
of shape.

Ended • 

BATHURST, Gambia (Reut 
ers>—A new type pf ballot box, 
designed .lo prevent voting 
frauds and used successfully 
here, may serve as a pattern 
for other countries where pro¬ 
cedure is complicated because 
voters are illiterate. 

The difficulty up to now has 
been to preserve the secrecy 
of the ballot in a system which 
requires no reading ability. 
This means a separate ballot 
box for each candidate and a 
ballot which merely has to be 
dropped into one of the boxes. 

In the past, the main abuse 
has been the unscrupulous 
voter who took his ballot 
paper, retired into the screened 
compartment and instead of 
putting his ballot into one of 
the boxes, walked out with it 
in his pocket. 

Once outside, he sold the 
paper to the highest bidder— 
who placed it, and probably 
many others similarly pur¬ 
chased, in the ballot box along 
with his own vote. 

The new type of ballot box 
put an end to this system. The 
box itself tells an officer sta¬ 
tioned outside the polling booth 
that a vote has been cast — 
but not into which box i' has 
been put. 

The secret is a simple, fool¬ 
proof mechapism which rings 
a bell, showing that one vote, 
and one only, has been cast. If 
the voter tries to leave without 
the bell having sounded, he 
can be stopped.

called Thursday’s attack on 
Canadians at Leopoldville air¬ 
port “totally unwarranted and 
unjustifiable." 

He said in his note to Pre¬ 
mier Patrice Lumumba that 
Canada had rea’dily volun¬ 
teered to help the Congoieae 
republic organize itself after 
gaining independence, but 
Canadian servicemen, 
senting the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment and people, 
threatened and injured.

T expect ah immediate as¬ 
surance that effective meas¬ 
ures will be taken to ensure 
that the forces under your 
control will refrain from 
threatening the security of 
Canadian personnel who pro¬ 
ceed to your country on 
friendly and peaceful missions 
in the performance of tasks 
determined by the United 
Nations,” Mr. Diefenbaker 
said. 

The note was unusual in 
diplomatic usage for the direct- 
neat of its approach and the 
stiffness of the language used. 

“As you pointed out during 
your recent visit to Ottawa,’ 
Mr. Diefenbaker said, “our two 
countries are already in dip¬ 
lomatic relations, and you were 
hoping that because of special 
circumstances, cooperation be¬ 
tween them might be increased 
to our mutual benefit. 

AGREED PROMPTLY 

“In view of this approach, 
which I sincerely welcomed, 
I agreed promptly to your re¬ 
quest for facilities in recruit¬ 
ing bilingual experts in this 
country and emphasized that 
the Canadian government and 
the Canadian people would 
welcome the- opportunity to 
support any organized United 
Nations program of assistance 
to your country.” 

Mr. Diefenbaker said the 
Canadians who were stopped 
and questioned on the streets 
of Leopoldville “are the rep¬ 
resentatives ef a government 
and of a country which im¬ 
mediately and generously had 
L. 


responded to your own as well 
as to the UN request for as¬ 
sistance in the reorganization 
of your country.” 

Government leaders have 
been worried from the outset 
both about the composition of 
the Canadian force and Its 
participation in the Congo. 

The Canadian troops are 
primarily signals and com¬ 
munications personnel.
